Kveryone nv 
nieuibers how Mrs. O'Leary carelessly 
pet a coal oil lamp down m her cowshed, 
in order to have light to see to milk tier 
i;ow, and how that animal kicked over 
the lamp and destroyed Chicago. I-'icsno 
had a narrow escape lust nijjht frnm 
what would undoubtedly been one of 
the largest fires ever known hero, us this 
wind was blowing a ^alo fit the time, 
and once started there in no telling whoro 
tbe ilames could have been checked.

Tha same precautions against fire are 


taken in Moscow and St. Petersburg to- 
day that wpro in use a century ago. 
Scores of fire towers are everywhere 
seen. They run up about seventy-five to 
100 feet, are built like a lighthouse, with 
winding stairway, and have a platform 
all around the top, where tlie watchman 
patrols day and night. If a fire is dis- 
covered a signal ia given and the fire de- 
partment turns out. It was only recently 
that St. Petersburg, tlie capital, with 
hundreds of millions of government prop- 
erty, secured a steam fire engine. And 
that ia a poor, old fashioned affair. The 
hand engine does service there yet, as in 
most other cities in the empire. When a 
fire breaks out the streets are cleared for 
such a department display as an Amer- 
ican town would mako; people go wild, 
talk loud, get in the way, and when the 
fire burns out tho department goes back 
to watch tho towers for another signal.—
